Yokohama, Oct. 27.— The latoat dia-

It is iiiuleititood^that Field Marshal 
Yaniiit,'at:i'a plans are completed in 
every .irtail fur infiictinx \vli:it he 
hopes will turn out to b.i a crushing 
blow upon the Cbinene. Several col- 
oniua of .lapniiese tro')ps are actin>j in 
concert after the maimer adoptecl by 
the .JapaucM' commander at the battle 
of Pinj<-Yan}^, and it is expected that 
they will deliver a uimaltaneous atta^jk 
npon the Cliiueso position. 

If the .lapanci-L' Hv'id niarshal's plans 
are carried out in tiie nianuer iudi(-iuoit 
in tlio <lispatche8 Iroin the front it is 
probable tliat the m iworii of the invad- 
ers will be conifjleted around the Chi- 
uesu p witiou oy midnight on Satui'day, 
thus enabling the Japauetie attack to 
be delivered at dawu ou banda^. But 
if the iJapaaeiie columns saoc'eod in occu- 
pying the positions a.Hsigned to them 
preTioos to midnight ou Saturday it is 
believed that the attack will Ixj delivered 
at the earliest ix>8sible moment, tiomo 
doubts are expressed among the Japa- 
nese rommaiiders as to the reported 
strength of tlic Chinese position at 
Kulieuehas, a::d General Nodzu is said 
not to be qaile certain himself, as spies 
and prisoners have furnished variom re- 
porta on tiie subject. it la re- 
ported that the Chinese batter- 
ies at Kulieuchoa have been increased 
from three to 11, but on the other band, 
ramor haa it that it ie extremely doubt- 
tol whether all theae batterlea are fully 
armed.

Omaha. (.»et. :27 — Th" fact was made 
public yesterday aftcriuion that the 
safety deposit vault section of the 
Omaha JSIational bank had been robbed 
and in so dexterous a manner that no 
clew to thn manner in which the work 
was done ia obtainable. Large sums of 
money have been taken from boxes in 
the Tuults and the exact amount of the 
losses can not be known until all have 
been examined. 

The diaoo^ery was ■ made more than 
two weeks ago and every precaution 
haa been taken bf the bank oi&ciala to 
keep the matter adoae secret. Chief 
of rolice Heavey and one of bis detec- 
tives have been working iuduatrionsl^ 
upon the case, and J. U. MUhird, presi- 
dent of the Omaha National bank has 
given the larger shore of hia time aiuce 
the discovery to an efifort to unrUTel the 
mystery surrounding the case. 

The principal loser 4s 'William Qlad- 
ish. Mr. Gladish has been tl-o lessee of 
a box in the vaults of the Omaha Na- 
tional for a number of years. Last 
March be placed in his box the sum oi 
$2,700 iu gold. On Oct. 5 he discovered 
that ab.)ot %i,1O0 of the amount was 
missin^r. He at cuce notitied Mr. Mil- 
lard, aiid the investigation co:iui!eiicfd.

CANADIAN. AUSTRALI AN CABLE. 

■MftMPd Wttmtng late r v l ewed Abont Hie 

Trip to the rnolHo Island*. 
Sv\ Fkanc'IMCo, Oct. 27.— Sanford 
Fl' Cling, commissioner from the Cana- 
dian government to Hawaii, in the in- 
terest of the proposed Cauadiau-Aus* 
tralion cable, arrived hore on the steam- 
er Alameda. In an interview he spolce 
freely of his mission to the Pacific isl- 
ainls, whither he wus accompanied by 
W. H. Mercer of the colonial oilioe iu 
London. 

Mr. Fleming declared that there was 
nothing secret about their luissiou. The 

governments of Canada and Australia, 
e said, have resolved to lay a Pacific 
cable. There are a number of islands 
in possession of Great Britain between 
Australia and Canada, across which the 
cable might be stretched as stepping 
stones across the ocean. He meuti ined 
the Solomon, Qilbert and Fiji group.s 
and Northford and Fanning island't. 
With stations at these points theie 
would be no absolute necessity for laud- 
ing the cable on islands which are uot 
British. 

However, the projectors of the enter- 
prise appreciate the businesa considera- 
tions which makes it ej>8euriul any Pa- 
cific cable shall touch all islands of 
Samoa and Hawaii. Samoa, it is pro- 
posed to reach by a short branch from 
riji, and it would bo po-sibh- toconnr. t 
Hawaii by a branch tro a tlie near e t 
midocean' stat.ou at Fanning island, a 
British poss,' .d m. whi -h. however, i- 
over 800 mil. s distant Iro n Hoi:ohUu. 
To avoid tins long wa.tv- o, c.dile it 
was dei uicd necessary to oot.du a rout 
nearer the llawaiian group. lo sei'iue 
tlu nece.-siiry coni e.s.--ious from iia wan 
was the mission of Messrs. Fleming 
and .Mender to the i-laiids.

!j;;i."),' (»0 per annum for 1.5 years, to es- 
tabiisii and niaiutaiu connection witn 
the 11 arest ctible station im tlie Ameri- 
can coast, our charges from Honolulu 
to \m one shilling u word for ordinary 
messages, nine pence a word for govern- 
ment messages and six pence for pre-.s 
messages. 

"The orrangenient is, of cour.s ', si;'i 
ject to the approval uf all the guvi rai- 
ments concerned and I may uieiiti n 
that the Uuitod States luis smnuthiiig <• 
say iu the matter. By the terms ei 
Hawaii's treaty of reciprocity with the 
United States, Hawaii is forbidden to 
grant any other powei any lease or lieu 
upon any portion of territory. It is 
quite underatood that the first step of 
the Huwaiiau government will be to ap- 
peal to Washington for assent to grant 
the privileges which wa ask. Mo dilil- 
culty is anticipated." 

It is understood that Messrs. Fleming 
and Mercer will proceed to Washington 
to urge their cause. 

At Honolulu bur majesty's steamship 
Uyacinthe, was at theur serrloe, accom- 
panied by the British minister, they 
wore taken on the Hyacinthe to inspect 
Bird island and make the neoeasary 
soundings in the Ticinity.

Farmers' Nutioual bunk of Malvern, a 
town about 40 miles south of here, was 
wrecked and-looted by robbers about 
o'clock yesterday morning. The Tault 
and safes inside of tha Taut wore blowu 
to pieoes, the coQOUSsion comidetely 
wrecking the inside fizturea of the 
building. 

Three distinct explosions were heard, 
the third awakening reaidenta iu the 
neighborhood, who arose and repaired 
to the scene, but did not arrive until the 
the robbers had flown. Some of tm 
money was found in tha street and some 
bills and securities were found in the 
debris bv the bank officials. It is esti- 
mated that the robbers got away wit ii 
between $19,000 and |18,000. Tlu 
county is being searched for mik-.s 
around for the robbers. The bank oi- 
ficers state that the depositors will I >.^e 
nothing, the bank sustaining all the 
loss.

Company's rtcekly review of trade 
says: Engroasin^ political excitement 
in many of the states causes a natural 
slackening In some kinds of business. 
But on the whole business indications 
are rather more tavorajle than they 
were a week ago. Gold exports have 
ceased, i^uite a number of mills have 
gone into ojicration and the demand for 
products, if not efjual to that ot pros- 
perous years, is l etter than it has bean 
most of the tune tins year. 

The prices of farm products do not 
improve huk h, and tin re are still .some 
striken to re-.i>t n dretioii uf wa^es, so 
that the purchasing ^ower of the pi op;e 
can not have inati rially ini reasctl. ljut 
there is a more hopeful sjiirit which 
prompts greater activity. On the other 
hand, the record of past traiihactions i* 
somew hat I- favorable than of late, 
i'aymeiits through the piineip.il clear- 
inghouses throughout the country show 
a decrease of one-half per cent, com- 
pared with last year, and a .lecrei'M- of 
^l.'.t per cent coiniiareil with the same 
week in is'.'U', the deercaso fOT tOUT 
weeks being v".».H per cent. 

Cotton has sold at "i.si cents for mid- 
dling uplands, and the large rei i int.s at 
such low prices indicate clearly that the 
crop will at h ast be close to the largest, 
if uot the largest, ever produced 'i'he 
anticipated .-eitleniont of ditliculties at 
Fall Kiver has not been reali/.od, and at 
present a good many spintllcs aud looms 
are idle. Hut strikes are temporary; a 
more lasting influence is the large ac- 
cumulation ot cotton 111 the world's 
markets, the. stock of .\mericau in sight 
now exceedi ig a,ooo,oou b.iles. It is in- 
teresting tl it, in spite of the low price 
of the principal southern crop, manufac- 
turers au(. wholesale dealers report 
rather more improvement in trade with 
the south thau with any other sectiou. 

The wheu market is lower aud noth- 
ing appears to justify auy imptjrtaut 
change. Western receipts have been 
4,81(i,.j71 buslicls against U,270,023 last 
year, and Atluutiu exports only 5i42ttS 
bushels against l,0(iC,UUO last year. 
Com is higher without anv very 
clear reason, aud it is notewortny that 
at the some time pork is 75 cents lower; 
lard 35 cents per 100 pounds and hogs 
40 cents lower. The contrast indicates 
how little the provision market dejieuds 
at present on natural relations of sup* 
ply and demand. 

In iron and steel the west shows 
weakness, while eastern markets' show 
more encoorugement. Nothing of con- 
sequence is .oiug in rails, the deliveries 
for the year to Oct. 1 being only 150,000 
tons, much below ordinary require- 
ments for renewals alone. In structural 
work some moderate contracts are re- 
ported, but bar iron is extremely dull, 
and it is stated that the low prices re- 

rurted last week, 03 cents for iron and 
1 for steel, have been shaded in some 
trausactions. There is a decline in 
wire, |1.!I0 being quoted for galvanized 
barbed aud !{;>»'.. "lO for wire rods. The 
best feature is that the heavy increase 
iu the output of pig docs not seem to 
overload the market and there are 
rather less signs of pressure to sell than 
of late. 

The demand for wool is uot as largo 
as it has f)eeii, and while prices have 
scarcely changed for two weeks, sales 
are but 4,yo4,:.'i)0 pounds against 5,778,- 
760 iu 18'Ja, and for four weeks 19,4,")!,- 
749 pounds against ^5,7 14,750 iu :89i.'. 
Prices were put down before the now 
tarriff took effect, so that results of for- 
eign competition are felt mainly in re- 
duced sales of some domestic wools. 

The failures for the week were 'SM in 
the United States against .'j5'J last year, 
and o2 iu Canada against 44 last year.

CAPRIVI AND EULENBJSRO. 



Tli« Emperor llaa Pontponed II i» .loiirney 
to Blankanbars— Beportt DilTcr a* to th« 
CwiM of tiM SuMm OteDga In Political 

, AAlM— Stormy ttmm An ta ItMW In 
th« Belchatag. 

Bbrun, Oct. 27.— So many versions 
■n ennoBt of th* inddenly precipitated 
eiUU that it would be impoMible to 
form a definite oonoloaioa until the 
matter has farther deyeloped. Yester- 
day's (lutwaril events were as follows: 

After the sirvices iu tho Kussiai) 
chapel, which was uttouded by both 
Emperor William and Coaut Von Cap- 
tM, hi» majeety gave an audience to 
the ohancellor at the castle at 8 o'clock. 
A qnarter of an hoar later Connt Zn 
Emeuberg had an andieuco with hit 
majesty and at 2:80 the emperor re- 
ceired Couut Lorchenfeld, the Bavarian 
minister here, Count Hoheuthal of 
Haxuij v, liaroii Von Bulow of Wurtem- 
berg aiul Dr. .lagemaua of Baden, all 
luiuistcrs of tlu ir respective countries. 

Before his majesty received these 
ministers, both Caprivi and Eulenberg 
had ri HiKiied. Ht-ports differ as to when, 
Home saying that Euloiibcrg resigned 
Tuceday, and that the emperor iuef- 
lei iviully tried to induce him to with- 
draw iu9 rusiguution. It should be 
noted tliat Count Philip Zu Euli'uberg, 
Couut Botho's brother, is an intimat.* 
friend of the emperor, and author of the 
words of tho emperor's "Song to 
Aegir." 

The first intimation to the public of 
the crisis was the otUeial announcement 
that the emperor ha<l postponed hi.>- 
journey to Bhuikonburg. Any poli- 
tician who had told in the iiiortimx that 
such a crisis was impendiui,' would have 
been laughed at. Ibe greatest excite- 
ment was created when the events be- 
come known. It seems to be generally 
admitted that Count Von C'aprivi ob 
taiued the approval of the federal minis- 
ters to his modarate poUqr In regard to 
the socialists. 

It is not known whether he snm- 
moued the conference of miuistern 
without the emperor's knowledge. It 
ha did, this may account fur the crisii- 
on the supposition that the emperoi 
was dUpleased with such an attempt to 
plaoa Bulonberg iu a minority. It may 
M remembered that iu JHW the em- 
peror called Priuce Bi.smarck to account 
for coneiUting Dr. Wiudthorst, tlio tlieu 
Clerical leader, without his kuowledge, 
and that this was the iudirect cause of 
Prince Bismarck's fall. If such is the 
caie now Prince Bismarck will be a 
happy man. 

Another report says that tht qnestiou 
of flnanoial reforma caused disieusion. 
The aouth German states approved of 
Caprivi's anti-revolutionary policy, but 
denred him to secure the passage in the 
reiohstag of the financial reforms pro- 
iKwed by Dr. Miquel and Count von 
Pasadowsky, secretary of the imperial 
treaaury, but in view of last seasiou's 
experience, Caprivi declined tonnder- 
take such a hopeless task. 

Finally, to further oompUoate the 
matters, it is believed that the luug dis- 
puted question of combining or sepa- 
rating the ollices of iidperial chaucullor 
and Prussian premier was revived. It 
is stated that the emperor, tired of the 
intrigues the separation of these posts 
uiuii I ( .'1 ! ivi had caused, wanted to re- 
unii ' till PI as they were under Bis- 
niarcl:. h. utter lOulenla r«'?i dismissal, 
C'aprivi h.i i l)e; n contmt to rea>sunie 
the Pru.^^ian preiuieisliip, liie crisis 
might have neeu si tlli 'l, hut lie di" line 1 
anil the ui . prior, in-i^tin^' on Ins view 
of tho (|ut 'tion, accepted tiio ehantul- 
lor's resigii;itioii. 

ype( iilat:nn is already rife as to Ca- 
privi's piiHniblt- successor. Dr. .Mi(iual, 
(ieneral Bronsart Von SeluUingdorf, 
mini.-ti r of war, ainl (umTal Couut 
Von Waldersee are spoken of, but hope 
or fear is chielly fatlier of tlie thought. 
Until something more dutiiiite is known 
of tlie precipes of tile causes uf the crisis, 
there can be uo clew tojits solution. One 
thing only can be said and that is that 
the uncertainty and anxiety of ths pub- 
lic mind which (iermuny has suffered 
so severely in reci'Ut years will hardly 
be allayed by such a startling manifesta- 
tion of inst bility iu the supreme con- 
duct of the state. 

It is believed that the emperor secret- 
ly favors strong repressivi< measures 
agaiust the socialists and Pules despite 
his expression of approval of Caprivi's 
policy, and that tne next chancellor 
will be culled upon to introduce such 
measures. If so, stormy timea are iu 
•tore in the Reichstag. The emperor is 
credited with lieiug much annoyed by 
the papers expressing such liberal ap- 
proval of Caprivi's policy. Any way, 
the latter'a duwppearanoe means a radi- 
cal change in Germany's internal 
policy.
